After a week of stiff training and practice the Manual boys went up 
against an old foe in the South High game. They, too, went down in defeat 
to the tune of 22 too. 

Things began to look pretty for Manual, and when Neal Arntson 
scheduled a game with Georgetown College Freshman, Manual’s men were 
pepped up for a grand and glorious victory. But—they came, they saw, 
they—tied. Yes, they tied, but they also showed Manual where the weak 
spots in the team were and gave them the best game that was played. The 
score at the end of this game was 7 to 7. 

“Coach” now put the boys through a week of strict training and very 
hard workout, made shifts in the players and strengthened the weak spots 
for a game with Scott High on October 17th. Each and every man filled 
his place without fault and Manual was again the victor, with an over- 
whelming score of 53 to 6. This game was one that made everybody sit up 
and take notice. 

The Manual team spent another week in vigorous training and then for 
the first and only time during the season they went on a trip, to Somerset, 
Ky. It could hardly be called a trip. It was only up state about 125 miles. 
Somerset had been trodden under foot by Manual so often that the Somer- 
set team must have had real courage to invite Manual down. But Somerset 
was glad when the Crimson team left, for all the Somerset pep was gone, 
and Manual was the winner again with a score of 62 to 6. Awfully one- 
sided affair, by Jove! 

Then came the surprise of a life time. Waller High was scheduled to 
play Manual in Louisville on October 31st, and about a week before that 
date Coach Arntson received a telegram asking that the game be canceled. 
Whether it was a serious case of cold feet or what not will never be known. 

This week of rest was to be followed by a game with the St. Xavier team 
of Cincinnati, Ohio. The Cincinnati team canceled the game. Infantile pa- 
ralysis was given as the cause, but—well, what’s the use of discussing the 
matter? 

This gave the Manual team a three weeks’ layoff. Nevertheless Neal 
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Arntson kept the boys under strict training and had them out every day 
practicing. Even when this was done the team was not up to the highest | 
notch when they encountered Cedar Rapids on duPont Field, November 4 
14th. But when the final whistle blew the score was 34 to 6, with Manual, ) 
as usual, at the top. 

When this game was over the thoughts of all Louisville, and for that 
matter, all the nation, turned to Thanksgiving Day. The National Title 
rested between two Louisville Schools. 
| Thanksgiving Day dawned dark and cloudy and about eleven o’clock 
| rain began to fall and continued to fall until nearly one o’clock, yet the 
“whole town” turned out to see the game. 

At two o'clock the whistle blew and the game started. Manual played 
such football as they had never played before. After a few plays in 
which the ball was kicked back and forth between the teams, the first quarter 
ended. Score: Manual 6; High o. 

With the coming of the second quarter Manual again played bewildering 
football, and while High School was looking around for the ball, Manual 
made another touchdown. At the end of the second quarter the score was: 
Manual 12; High o. 

During the third quarter the Manual boys ran rings around the Male 
High fellows and made a grand total of three touchdowns during the pro- i 
cess, Male was now either outplayed or played out. We leave it for the pub- \ 
lic to figure this out for themselves. The third quarter ended with Manual 4 
30, High o. 

The fourth quarter started with a new bunch of Manual men in and 
they also outplayed Male High. Perhaps they did not play as good foot- 
bali as the Manual first team boys did, but they played the kind that counted 
and they helped to make the count 36 to oO at the end of the game.
